ties. Finnish reports said today. 


Military authorities reported red 


army divisions had been stopped 
at Aittojoki and Killaanjoki. on the 
front northeast of Lake Ladoga, in 
drives

tela. 


In Lapland, another large Rus- 


sian force seemed to be in difficul- 
ty near Markajarvi where, a Fin- 
nish communique said, an enemy 
attack "was repulsed." 


This indicated an unsuccessful 


counterattack on thc Salla front 
about 50 miles from thc Russian 
frontier. Retreating to Markajarvi 
some days ago after abandoning a 
drive intended to cut through Fin- 
land's narrow waist a red army 
force of 40.000 men had been forced 
to wage rear-guard warfare.

000 Russians were in peril of star- 
vation in the Salla district and that 
Russian warplancs were attempting 
to get food to them by parachute.

Tough Mathematical Problem 


New York—d)—Anti-aircraft bat- 


teries, training their fire on enemy 
planes in the European war, work 
out problems of defense as care- 
fully as a scientist tackles a stickler 
in higher mathematics. 


Mechanized warfare has brought 


to the battlefield painstakingly pre- 


that the most effective altitude for 
anti-aircraft fire is from 7,000 to 
11,000 feet. A bomber is most vul- 
nerable in that 45-seconds-to-a-min- 
ute when it must fly a 
straight 


course to aim its projectiles. That 
is when thc soldiers manning the

Anti-aircraft guns are planted 


around vital districts to give a max- 
imum coverage against raiders. The 
typical "aa" or "archie" (anti-air- 
craft) guns has a horizontal-vertical 
range of 3,000 yards and 18,000 feet. 
Batteries of four are set up so their 
fire overlaps. 


At least 10 batteries would be 


necessary to protect vital areas of a 
city the size of Washington. Their 
exact effectiveness has not been de- 
termined even by the nations now 
under arms. 


The Houdini Box

warplanes and British anti-aircraft 
batteries tend to indicate that the 
defending fighter 
plane is more 


useful than ground batteries. 


Leading world powers have la- 


bored years to prepare adequate 
ground defenses against bombers. 
The standard archie gun throws a 
3-inch shell 20 times a minute. 
A 


battery of four has a fire power of 
80 explosive shells, timed to burst 
near a plane within less than a min- 
ute after the aircraft comes within 
range. 


A fire-control system called, in 


the American army, the "Houdini 
box," supplies a battery with data 
on the height, direction and speed of 
a raiding bomber. Each man on the 
gun has his assigned duty. Those 
who aim. merely turn handles to 
make pointers on dials coincide. 
Scientific formulas have done the 
rest. 


The American army has found 


with shrapnel. 


The guns, of course, are only part 


of it all. The standard anti-aircraft 
regiment contains several gun bat- 
teries throwing explosive shells, 
several machine gun batteries, to 
fight off swooping smaller planes, 
numerous searchlights and sound 
locators. 


100-MHc Warning Net 


The officer in charge of an anti- 


aircraft defense area is flanked by 
subordinates all working on some 
phase of defense. Reports from the 
"warning net"—scores of men re- 
porting thc presence of enemy air- 
craft by telephone from as far off 
as 100 miles—are charted. The offi- 
cer in charge of thc "alert" will or- 
der his fighting planes aloft, direct- 
ing them by wireless. The director 
of passive resistance will order the 
wailing of air raid sirens, and will 
marshal the forces to combat gas 
and fire.

this week, Franklin D. Roosevelt continues to hold popular support as 
President among a large majority of Lis fellow countrymen in a national 
Institute survey. More than six voters in every ten polled say they think 


he has done a good job in office, and his popularity 
index is as great today as when he was elected in 1936. 


This fact does not mean, however, that the majority 


of voters endorse the idea of a third term, or that his 
popularity would continue at the same level in case 
he decided to run for a third term. The results of the 
poll, taken in conjunction with Institute studies on 
the third term issue itself, serve to emphasize an ap- 
parent phenomenon of American politics—that it is 
possible for a President to be highly popular in office 


right up to the final year of his second term and still have no assurance 
that a majority would vote for him for a third term. 


The President's popularity in office has been measured from month to 


month since 1934 by nation-wide Institute surveys in which this question 
is asked: 


"In general, do you approve or 


disapprove today of Roosevelt as 
President?"

A YARDSTICK STRAIGHT AS 


A CIRCLE 


Recent developments in the Tennessee 


Valley Authority game of hide-and-seek 
point to the truth of Chapin Hall's morn- 
ing thought: 


"A politician is a fellow who coaxes 


you to vote for him and then sends 
you the bill for doing it." 
For some of the counties in Georgia, 


recently "blessed" when the T.V.A. bought 
up their utilities, are now unable to pay 
their way and threaten to even default 
their bond issues since they have lost 
their tax revenues from their utilities. 


When it comes to suggesting that the 


T.V.A. pay taxes like any other utility 
righteous horror darkens the kindly face 
of Senator Norris at the monstrous no- 
tion that a Georgia county should be per- 
mitted to tax the property of the federal 
government 


If the Georgians were only patriotic 


they would in nakedness embrace bank- 
ruptcy and save the administration the 
embarrassment of its failure,—if the ad- 
ministration could be embarrassed by a 
mere failure. 


In 1937, the latest figures available 


to us, the companies now taken over by 
T.V.A. paid nearly three million dollars 
out to cities, villages, towns, counties, and 
state for taxes. The mere amount is per- 
haps not as important as the fact that 
such amount actually constituted 17 per 
cent of their entire revenue. The at- 
tempt by Senator Norris to stay the storm 
that is gathering on the horizon by hav- 
ing T.V.A. pay 10 per cent of its 1940 re- 
ceipts in lieu of taxes to the local govern- 
ments and decrease this item gradually 
until it stops at 5 per cent simply will 
not do because it is not just. 


Many federal office-holders were prone 


to cheer on local governments in raising 
taxes on utilities but when it comes to 
making a federal utility meet the same 
tax bill they throw up their hands and 
their eyes in pious protest. 


Last year T.V.A; confessed a loss of 


$310,000 after enjoying the privilege of 
Chinese bookkeeping whereby it "wrote 
down" such items as would have made 
shocking losses and just charged them to 
the Treasury for "river improvement." 
Under Mr. Roosevelt's latest sweet sug- 
gestion of making the whole project into 
a recreation center, probably for the New 
Deal's permanently unemployed and those 
•who "retire upon relief," the T.V.A. may 
charge its losses to a variety of things and 
even force a "profit." 


Meanwhile competing utilities must 


continue to pay real taxes to local com- 
munities and utility executives still face 
indictment if they keep books the fed- 
eral way. 


THE MANNER OF A STATESMAN 
While we are still within the period of 


hush and contemplation over the great 
emptiness in the Senate occasioned by the 
death of the Lion of Idaho perhaps we 
should reflect more impressively upon the 
characteristics that made Mr. Borah, wield 
a greater personal influence in that body 
than any man in the last generation. 


First of all the Man from Idaho re- 


volted against every plan to wreck the 
party of which he was a member; in other 
words he qualified as a party man. He 
appreciated with his knowledge of the 
inside workings of government the critical 
necessity of preserving political parties. 


At the same time he was one of the 


most pronounced independents in the 
country. From the days of Theodore 
Roosevelt to those of Herbert Hoover he 
differed with party leaders on frequent 
occasions but resolutely refused to bolt or 
"take a walk." He considered there was 
no disharmony in his attitudes. A man 
with a less penetrating mind might not 
be able to appreciate the clear outline that 
Borah saw, maintained and preserved. 


Perhaps the Man from 
Idaho saw 


things in a clearer way because his vision 
never became bloodshot with personalities. 
During the more than three decades in 
which he served in the Senate and though 
participating in the most critical and heat- 
ed controversies of war and of peace he 
never soiled his tongue nor abased his 
record by personal abuse. 


And while the Senator was a very do- 


cent chap with whom anyone could get 
along with amity he never retreated a step 
nor compromised a syllable when con- 
vinced that some indispensable princi- 
ple of government was involved in the 
immediate controversy. Thus he was 
against any involvement of America in 
those foreign entanglements which Gen- 
; era! Washington had denounced; and no 


sweetened arrangements or sugared agree- 
ment could alter his attitude one whit. With 
his aging eyes he saw and understood so 
much better than the glib young fellows 
who seemed to think that by abandoning 
Washington they were proving their great- 
ness over him. 


None of our people today has a con- 


ception of Borah quarreling with anyone; 
and yet he differed constantly and fought 
like a giant battler against every jitter- 
bug idea down to the court 
packing 


scheme and the recent attempt to involve 
us abroad. 


And no American is so ignorant as to 


misunderstand Borah's consistently pro- 
gressive and practical political policies al- 
though no one could conceive of him in a 
Red Embrace or becoming befooled at the 
promises or pretensions of the Bloody.

New York C years ago and did away with 


• her so completely after taking over her 


bank roll that enough of her body can- 
not be located to even prove that she is 
dead. 


Smartly acted the New York prosecu- 


tor when he sent Poderjay to prison for 5 
years for bigamy, an easily established 
crime Mnce Poderjay had not taken the 
trouble to seek a divorce from any of 
his several victims before he married 
the American girl. It is generally assumed 
that nothing further can be done in re- 
spect to the murder because the most 
painstaking search has failed to reveal 
any clue to the body of his last wife. 


But of course the courts are not fool- 


ishly hide bound respecting the corpus 
delicti. Men have died on the gallows 
for murder when they have destroyed 
completely or hidden successfully the bod- 
ies of their victims." The need is to fur- 
nish proof that a living person has ceased 
to exist, and since all facts may be es- 
tablished by circumstantial evidence as 
neatly and completely as by direct it 
would seem that the New York prosecu- 
tor ought to give Poderjay a run for his 
money in a murder trial instead of letting 
him return to the shady retreat of a 
hawk's existence. 


• Like all killers Poderjay overdid the 
case with simplicity and selfishness. Re- 
turning to London alone he sent a cable 
to his victim's family telling of a trip to 
India and signing her name. He even 
took her wardrobe for its value. He was 
guilty of several other indiscretions indi- 
cating a very guilty knowledge and a 
purpose to conceal the facts of her dis- 
appearance. 


If it be proven that a man is a wastrel 


preying upon others for his gains, that he 
consumates a marriage with a woman il- 
legally and just for her bank account, that 
he takes over the bank account but seems 
to be awakening her to a realization of 
his true character, and suddenly departs 
for Europe after making a pronounced 
effort which he continues for months to 
induce her relatives to believe she is with 
him, shall he nevertheless be turned free 
because it cannot be precisely established 
what he did with the body.

Vandenberg, and the others. 


It seems to us that the argument is 


unnecessarily bitter already, since there 
in an obvious and simple method of arbi- 
trating it. Perhaps it is too simple, but it 
is a pretty fundamental part of our po- 
litical system in Wisconsin. It is that the 
people can, and ought to, decide. 


Maybe there is something in the Heil 


argument that the Republican presidential 
nominee has not yet appeared, and that 
the state party should not prematurely 
bind itself.

For today (Jan. 26) ends the commercial treaty 
between Japan and the United States, leaving 
this country free to embargo the entry of Jap- 
anese products into the U.S.A. 


Since the U.S. buys about 30 per cent of all 


Japan's products, including 90 per cent of her 
silk, this country is in a position to deal Japan 
a terrific economic blow. 


However, the secret strategy of the State De- 


partment is to keep Japan guessing. They want 
to continue to drape the question-mark over 
Japanese-American relations.' 


The last thing they want is the Pittman bill, 


which would embargo Japanese products. The 
Senator from Nevada is all ready to push this 
legislation through Congress and probably has 
the ability to do so. The State Department fears 
this will only bring a crisis in the Far East and 
win the United States nothing. 


If, on the other hand, the fear of such an em- 


bargo is kept dangling over Japan's head, our 
Far Eastern experts figure they may eventually 
squeeze the Japanese military, and help the 
more moderate civilian and naval factions in 
Japan to fcrm a government which will bring 
peace in China.

BALONEY ECONOMY 


Don't be fooled by the grandiose talk ema- 


nating from the House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee about a $500,000,000 cut in the new Navy 
program. That's just baloney economy. 


The committee made the cut, all right, but ik 


doesn't mean anything. It was just a paper re- 
duction. Actually, the Navy hasn't used up its 
money voted last year. Here is what happened: 


The Naval Affairs Committee does not pass 


on naval appropriations. These are handled by 
the Appropriations Committee. Naval Affairs 
merely considers construction plans, or as they 
are known technically, "authorization meas- 
ures." Before the Appropriations Committee 
will recommend an expenditure, Congress must 
first pass a bill approving, or authorizing'the 
purpose for which the money is to be spent. 


Tiiere have been plenty of such authorizations 


which later were ditched by not granting funds. 
But an authorization is a powerful weapon to 
wangle appropriations, and it's an old depart- 
mental strategy to put one through and then 
demand funds on the ground that Congress "or- 
dered" the expenditure. 


That is exactly what is going on in the Naval 


Affairs Committee. 


When the session convened, the Navy brass- 


hats came forward with a $1,300,000,000 authori- 
zation program—a paper plan for building ships 
over a period of three to five years. There 
wasn't the remotest chance of Congress voting 
any of this money this year, as the huge 1938 
and 1939 authorizations are still uncompleted. 


Nevertheless, the new authorization scheme 


drew so much fire that the brass-hats decided 
that discretion was in order. Hence the loudly 
fanfared "$500,000,000 cut"—which doesn't save

It is 
their most zealously guarded official possession, 
for in these books are recorded the innermost 
secrets oi the Court: how the Justices voted on 
decisions, notes on the secret conferences of the 
Court when decisions arc reached (weeks before 
they arc handed down), privqtc comments and 
confidential discussions. 


Millions «could be made by a speculator if he 


could get his hands on one of these books. But 
not only arc they kept in a locked cabinet, but 
each is separately secured with a special lock 
for which there- is only one key. It is in the pos- 
session of the Justice.

Tfils is 
the common belief and probably it 
is true, although we do not have 
all of the proof we might wish of 
his birthplace.

a bishop in Sweden who was known 
as Henry of Upsala. He lived 800 
j-ears ago, and the old record says 
he was born in England.

spread the 
Christian faith, 
and 


went into Finland at the time of 
the first Swedish crusade. He did 
all he could to turn the minds of 
the people away from their olden 
gods. 


The Swedish king. Eric, was at 


the head of the crusade. He won 
a battle or two, then left a little 
colony of Swedes in Finland. 
In 


the colony was Henry of Upsala, a 
brave man who dared to ride far 
from the colony to visit the farms 
of the Finns. 
Often he 
preached 


to little groups which gathered in 
barns. 


On one of his journeys. 
Henry 


was crossing a stretch of ice when 
he was attacked and killed by a 
Finn. Later his body was found. 
and he was buried in a church. 


In 200 years the change to the 


Christian faith was complete in 
Finland. By that time. Henry of 
Upsala had grown to be a hero. 
and many stories were told about 
him. 
He came to be called 
St. 


Henry, patron saint of Finland. To- 
day most people in Finland 
are 


Lutherans. 


Helinski 
(or Helsingfors) 
has 


grown into a city of close to a 
quarter of a million people. It is 
almost, but not quite, as large as 
Stockholm, Sweden. 


Helsinki is a little farther north 


than Stockholm. No other city in 
the world with such a large popula- 
tion is so far north as Helsinki. 


Russian airplanes bombed Helsin- 


ki quickly after the start of Rus- 
sia's war against Finland. If the 
aviators were trying to hit objects 
of "military value," their aim was 
poor. 
The killing of citizens in 


Helsinki did much to turn the out- 
side world against Russia. 


Many persons expected Russia to 


crush Finland in a few days or 
weeks. They were amazed when 
the Finns formed a bold and firm 
battlefront 
Day after day. week 


after 
week, reports of Russian 


losses and Finnish victories came 
out of Finland. 


Among the things helping Fin- 


land to put up a strong defense 
are love of homeland and winter 
weather. From the start the Finns 
have felt they were trying to save 
their country from being 
taken 


back again as a part of Russia. 
They know their winter weather 
better than most of the troops sent 
against them.
